LONDON, June y.—The \Var oificc this 


morning received -the following from Rob- 
erts: "Six Mile Spruit, S:30 p. m., June 
4.—-We started this morning ax duybrc&k 
and marched about ten-miles to Six Mile 
Spruit, both 'banks of-which were occu- 
pied by the enemy. Henry's and Ross' 
mounted infantry, with the Went Somer- 
set, Dorset, Bedford and Sussex com- 
panies of yeomanry quickly dislodged 
them from -the south'bajik anl pursued 
them nearly a ill-lie, when t'-hey found 
themselves under -a heavy fire from' guns 
which tlie Boers had placed in a well 
concealed commanding position. 


"Our heavy jjuns, of the Naval and 


Roynl artillery, which luul been purpose- 
ly placed in the front part of the column, 


d to the assistance of the 


mounted infantry ;is fast as oxen and 
mules could travel over t'hc greict rolling 
hills surrounding Pretoria. 


"The guns were supported by Steven- 


son's brigade of I'ole-Curew's, and, after 
a if.'\v rounds, drove the enemy from their 
position. 


"Tin- Doers-then attempted to turn our 


left 
lIuiiK, in which they were again 


foiled by the mounted infantry and yeo- 
manry, supported by the Maxwe'i bri- 
gade and Tucker's division. 
As. how- 


ever, they still kept pressing our left 
rear, I sent word to Ian lla.millon, who 
was advancing three- milos to our left, 
to incline tou'nrds us and f i l l up tho gap 
between the two columns. This fmaM\ 
checked -the enemy, who were driven 
back -towards Pretoria. 
I hoped we 


would be able to follow them up, but Ihe 
days are now very short in this part of 
the world, and after nearly two hours of 
marching and fighting, we had to biv- 
niiac^oii tlie ground gained during the 
day. 


"The guards of (he In-ignde were quite 


near ihe southernmost fort by which 
i'rc-:oi-ia is defended and less tli.in four 
miles t'l-nm file town. French, with the 
Third and Fourth cavalry brigades and 
lluHon's New South Wales moiiii-tcd 
rillcs, were north of Pretoria. 


"Hi'oailuriod's brigade is between Ham- 


ilton's and French's columns, and Gordon 
K Wiilcliinu" the right (lank of the main 
foix-e. not f-.ir from the railway bridge 
at Irene station, which was destroyed bv . 
the enemy, 
'"Our casualties. I hope, are very few."

taujrhr'school -there for five years. In

In the year 
JSlil, when, tire War .of llic Rebellion 
broke out. he oil'ered his services to the 
United Stated government and received a 
cominisriion as major of tlie Tenth Win- 
consin'voiunlecr infantry. He was pro- 
moted lieutenant-colonel in 1862 and col- 
onel in ISliH. 
Jle made a brave soldier 


and commanding officer and fought in 
the battles of Porryville, Ky., and Stone. 
Itiver, Tenn., and in liie aumracr of 1SC2 


on the Memphis ,& Charleston rail- 


road, between Hiuitsvil-le ar,d Bridge-port, 
Ala. -During that perioTl ihe-.fighting was 
almost im.-cssant, in the nutumn of 1863 ' 
his command -having been reduced to 2">0 
men. . At that time, private matters de-» 
iiiiinding.'his immedia-te at-tention, he ten- 
Icreii liLs resignation and returned to 
lucine. ' ]it 1SG4 he was appointed regent 
of the State university and held it -for 
iftcen ycnrs.

The dusting down of the wiilj, i« UUP or 


ihe most important 'parts of housecleaii 
ing.

if it has to be repeated later when cur 
pel* nve lifted. 
The house moth con 


ccals itself in the dust tlint collects in 
lha ridges fif the cornice and elsewhere 
on the. ceiling. 
These moths should be 


swept down early, while they are in an 
inactive state mid before they begin lay- 
ing eggs.

jvool, fur and wherever the 'moth can 
f.ud a place which will furnish food for 
the destructive iittlc grubs that hatch 
out.

It is useless to dust down ceilings un- 


less the work is thoroughly done. 
In 


(irder to do this the worker must be pro- 
vided with a long handled broom, made 
•with ." very, light handle. An excellent 
broom with an extension handle \v:is for- 
merly rondo in Boston under a patent 
granted to a woman. It was simple mid 
inexpensive, 'and perfectly adapted to 
its work of sweeping' ceilings and side- 
walks. 
Similar brooms arc now sold by 


all the house furnishing stores, but it is 
still difficult to find a broom for sweep- 
ing ceilings with so lis'ht a handle as 
those, made by this Boston woman. The 
Japanese make ideal brooms for sweep- 
ing di'"' from wood and matting.

HUMUS AND mTROGEN. 


The Former I* Vinallr a ,Me«»ore of 


tlir Oilier In the Soli. 


> Humus 1ms been called "tbe world's 
storehouse of nitroRcn." This element 
(nitrogen) Is oue of the essential forms 
of plant food and when bought, in com- 
mercial fertilixers Is most costly. Hu> 
mtis is the result of the decay of; vege- 
table matter In 'the soil, producing a 
'black-or brownish black substance. 
Some valuable facts In regard to hu- 
mus and to the mineral constituents of: 
soil have been concisely stated by the 
chemist of the Canadian experimental 
farms as follows: The nitrogen in hu- 
mus, which may be termed organic ni- 
trogen, Is uot directly available to crops, 
but Is rendered so by'nitrification, a 
process resulting from the .activity of 
certain microscopic plants or microbes 
within the soil which-live npon aud de- 
compose the organic matter there pres- 
ent. 
Recent research has shown that 


soil fertility Is largely dependent upon 
ihepresenceoftliesemicrobes. Warmth, 
moisture and alt" are primarily neces- 
sary for the- development and repro- 
duction of these micro organisms—in 
other words, for the nitrification of the 
humus. 
Certain hases also, such as 


lime, aud potash, must be.present lu 
the soil, so thnt as a. result of this proc- 
ess nitrates may be formed—Inorganic 
compounds 
which crops absorb by 


their rootlets for their supply of nltro- 
pen. Barnyard manure introduces Into 
the soil those microscopic orcaulsms in 
large quantities, a quality not possess- 
ed by chemical fertilizers. 


Analysis has shown that the amounts 


of' linmus and nitrogen -are, geccrally 
: speaking, closely related and that the 
'former Is a measure of the latter. • A 
soil poor In humus'Is'likely to be'de.fl- 
'c'leiit In nitrogen.. Kortlie soils in tcm- 
per^te zones are niways 'characterized 
b'y' richness in hnm.us and nitrogen. 
The color of a soil frequently Indi- 
cates Its -ciuallty In this respect, dark 
,brown and blnck soils possessing large 
percentages 
of itbese 
constituents. 


"TUc're" are; however) exceptions to this, 
ns the presence of much red oxide of 
Iron, as in some sandy soils, may mast 
the color of the humus. 


The sources of Inimus In cultivated 


soils are practically three—the decay- 
lug roots of crops, barnyard m.idure 
and "green crops," such as clover, 
turned under. This last has ot recent 
years become recognised as an eco- 
nomical method for enrichment of the 
soil in humus and nitrogen. 


In addition to nitrogen, humus con- 


tains' certain small quantities of Inor- 
ganic pinnt -.food, such as lime, potash 
and phosphoric acid. 'These are'liber- 
ated by the tleoay of the hum us in 
forms most useful to plant nutrition. 


The mechanical benefit to be derived 


from humus is the betterment of the 
soil. 
Drainage., plowing, harrowing* 


cultivating and the like have for Uieir- 
object . the • Improvement of the me- 
chanical condition of the evil ancj, indi- 
rectly, the liberation of soil plaut food. 
The presence of humus frcm the decay 
of farm manure or other organic mat- 
ter Is a necessary factor toward tlie 
BariJe en<l. It Is only Accessary tere 
to" emphasize the' value of barnyard 
manure, a- material rich in nitrogenous 
organic-matter,'In thlsi connection.,. la 
comparing 
farm, manures witb_-com- 


mercial'fertilizers, this is a point fre- 
quently overlooked.

••It rs very noticeable In the farm labor 
discussion now going on that the most 
satisfactory reports both' from tenants 
anil landlords arc from Xew York, says 
Tbe National Stockman nnd Farmer. 

Probably 
Now York has had the tenant system 
on a large scale longer than any other 
state: The large? estates in the early 
times were made up of tenaut farms to 
a. large extent, and many of them are 
todny. The result Is a class of tenants 
and landlords both of whom under- 
stand their business and each other 
better than do those where the system 
IE comparatively new. The .man who 
has been nccns'orned to farming his 
own laud ns he pleased makes an infe- 
rior tenant, and the landlord Is rare 
whose active brain cannot conceive 
more Ideas than the tenant can reason- 
ably be expected to execute.. There Is 
a clash hero that is avoided by the bet- 
ter understanding In the older commu- 
nities, where teunnt farmlnif Is a long 
established business. 


Good Old CO-IT*. 


We do not agree with the notion that 


every cow should be forced anil rtin 
through as quickly ns possible nnd. 
then discarded, says Tlie Practical Dai- 
ryman. Rnther, we Bay, get a good cow 
and then take measures to keep her in 
good paying shape ns long as possible. 
Cows 12 or 15 years old often do as 
well or better than younger ones. We 
hare a cow fully 15 years old which 
gives ag much milk now ns she ever 
did. • It does not injure a cow to feed 
her well, even with a rich grata, If thlii 
Is done In a rational mnnuer. It Is uot 
the use of n co"w to her full capacity 
which destroys, but rather 'abuse Ivy' 
unwise feeding and handling. We be-. 
lieve that almost any good cow rlghtlyi 
managed will yield well nigh her full, 
quantity arid quality of milk up to tlie. 
age of 12 years.
